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Missouri River Flooding Status 


¢ Widespread moderate flooding is expected on streams across western Missouri, with the 
Little Osage River at Horton and the Marmaton River near Nevada expected to be in 
major flood stage. The Missouri River at Glasgow and the Missouri River at Hermann are 
expected to crest above moderate flood stage, and several other Missouri River gages 
show that minor flooding is possible. 

¢ Flooding on the Missouri River is currently being driven by local rainfall and tributary 
flow rather than reservoir releases. 

¢ Over the past 24-hours southcentral Missouri received 0.25-2.0 inches of precipitation 
with isolated areas in Texas County receiving 2.5-3.0 inches. 

¢ Over the past 7-days much of the state received 0.5-6.0 inches of precipitation, with 
isolated areas in Bates and Vernon counties receiving 6.0-10.0 inches. 

¢ According to the Quantitative Precipitation Forecast, over the next three days 
northwestern Missouri is expected to receive 0.5-2.0 inches of precipitation, while 
southeastern Missouri is expected to receive 0.0-0.25 inches. Over the next 7-days 
northwestern Missouri is predicted to receive 1.5-4.0 inches of precipitation, while 
southeastern Missouri is predicted to receive 0.5-1.25 inches. 

¢ River forecasts are currently only considering past precipitation and the precipitation 
amounts expected approximately 24 hours into the future from the forecast issuance 
time.
